During one of the discussions a citi- 
zen said that the taxpayers are just 
beginning to wake up to the fact that 
the proposed action by the commission- 
ers is going to be considerably more 
than one had realized it would, causing 
no end of dissension among the prop-

At the request of Borough Council, 
Mr. James W. Follin, a member of the 
Narberth Board of Health, has sent 
to Council a report on the work since 
the Borough joined with the itjowii- 
ships of Lower Merion and Haverford 
to furnish a complete system of milk 
inspection for the district. 

In the report a number of interesting 
facts were brought out, showing both 
the need of such protection and the 
results accomplished since its installa- 
tion. 

The Board of Health appears to be 
well satisfied with the results so far 
accomplished, and some interesting 
parts of the report follows: 

The Joint Milk Committee was or- 
ganized with one representative from 
each board. It has held numerous 
meetings and has adopted proceedures 
for carrying on the joint Milk Control 
Work. Executions of the work is 
vested in a Milk Control Officer Dr. 
George W. Grim, a graduate vatinar- 
ian, with prior experience in Milk pro- 
duction. Office space for the Milk 
Control Officer has been provided by 
the Lower Merion Township in the 
Township Building at Ardmore, Pa. 

A very complete set of regulations 
governing the production of milk to be 
sold in Narberth was adopted by the 
Board of Health on July 1, 1922, and 
was enacted into a Borough Ordinance 
approved by the Burgess on S6pt. 12, 
1922. It took effect, on October 19, 
1922. The regulations are almost iden- 
tical with those adopte'd by Lower 
Merion and Haverford Townships.

While the sentiment of the people is 
not against any reasonable program for 
the improvement of the township roads, 
they do not understand why such a 
large sum should be necessary at this 
time when the Highway Committee has 
been spending hundreds of thousands of 
dollars in the past five years.
